If painful 
swelling occurs almost immediately, then it 
is indeed Mock Poison Ivy, as swelling from 
Real Poison Ivy takes much longer. Follow 
treatment suggested in most First-Aid books 
for Real Poison lvy, although it has been 
proven ineffective in the majority of cases.

THE VINY POISON QUILLSNAPPER 
The Viny Poison Quillsnapper is generally 
very hard to see, and even harder to find.

THE VENOMOUS STING-FLY 


There are two major differences between the 
common House Fly, and the Venomous Sting:
